An industry is carried on in this city 
the extent of which few people prob- 
ably know anything about. It is that 
of pigeon breeding. 

George W. Duren and Willard S, 
McKay, under the firm name of Duren 
& McKay, have the largest establish- 
ment of the kind in New England and 
the only one at which the business is 
prosecuted in a systemutic, intelligent 


and therefore successful manner, At} 


the present time 2400 pigeons occupy 
the lofts culled **The Posts,” on Winn 
street, the name of the place being 
tuken from German army nomenclature 
where pigeons are kept in great cylin- 
ders set on posts and movable with the 
army. 

A vew building 82 feet long has 
recently been added to the several old 
ones of The Posts, the whole consti- 
tuting a group large enough with its 36 
pens to accommodate many more birds 
than vow occupy the lofts. ‘This clus- 
ter of houses are all wired in and fur-| 
pished with every modern improvement 
for successful breeding. Piles of gravel, 
bath tubs, earthen nests of the latest 
patents, feeding grounds, perches, etc., 
are all provided, and if the pigeons are 
not happy it is their own fault. 

Barley, wheat and other kinds of 
grain constitutes the daily rations of the 
birds, nearly a bushel of which they 


cousume every 24 hours. Some of} 


them bathe every day, and the others 3 
times a week. 

Messrs. Duren & McKay’s chiet 
business is raising squabs for the Bos- 
ton market. Of these they kill aud 
carry in about 180 a week for which 
remunerative prices are realized. Birds 
for the squab market comprise almost 
every kind bred. A great many of 
those raised at the Posts for this pur- 
pose are Homers whose history is not 
known to the proprietors and therefore 
cannot be sold for homing purposes. 
In one loft were 600 breeders for the 
squab market a large share of which 
were of this description of Homers. 

One day Just week Mr, MeKay took 
# JOURNAL reporter all through the 
Posts and kindly furnished the informu- 
tion on which this story is based. He 
anderstands the business thoroughly. 
He is net only well acquainted with the 
different families of pigeous but with 
individual members of them, and is 
especially conversant with the histories 
of famous imported lots and pairs of 
birds. 

Evidently the favorite bird in the} 
lofts is the white Dragoon, although 
the Black of the same family is vot tar | 
behind. Duren & McKay have the 
only stud of these pigeons in America, 
although the blue and other colors are 
common. ‘They are very handsome 
aud gamey. Neither the whites nor 
blacks have a speck of other color on 
them; they are smaller than the com- 
mon pigeon, and beauties, 

The proprietors breed and sell many 
fancy birds besides the Dragoons. 
There is a good demand for Homers, 4 
large number of which are kept closely 
in their pens, which is a necessary part 
of their education, Mr. MckKuy 
pointed out two Homers, one of them 
raised by ‘Tom Mulkeen, that have 
made the distance between Boston aud 
Woburn in 11 minutes. 

Other families are the Pouters ; 
Tumblers; Hoglish Carriers, a show 
bird; the parents of the pair im- 
ported by Duren & McKay took first 
prize at the Crystal Palace Show in 
London and were sold for $180. ‘The 
Mondanes are French pigeons used 
solely for the table in France, Duren 
& McKay imported the parents of their 
Mondane lofts aud theirs are the only 
ones in America, The Ruut is another 
immigrant from over the sea. He is a 
tremendous fellow, his average weight 
being from 1 7-8 to 2 1-2 pounds. ‘The 
proprietors of the Posts imported a pair 
from Kogland for crossing with smaller 
breeds, the good results of whieh they

“Bucknade was the name of an 
jother typical preparation, and this 
was made of meat ‘hewn in gobbets,’ 
pounded almonds, raisins, sugar, cin 
namon, ginger, onions, salt 
and fried herbs, thickened with rice 
flour and colored yellow with saf 
fron. 

*‘Momene or mawmony was a sort 
of porridge to which the cuisine of 
ourown day affords no parallel. Its 
components were ‘plenty of wine and 
sugar, a quart of honey, a gallon of 
oil, a pound of powdered spices, to- 
gether with ginger, cinnamon and 
galangale’ (Cyperus longus), a plant 
much used for flavoring. All these 
were boiled together with the pound 
ed fiesh of eight capons, and the mess 
served in bowls like porridge, with, 
according to one recipe, a lighted wax 
candle stuck in the middle of each. 

“Mortrews, a dish mentioned by 
Chaucer in his ‘Canterbury Tales,’ 
was held in great esteem, It derived 
its name from the mortar in which 
the meat used in making it was 
pounded.”——New York Advertiser.

1, ‘Now when Jesus was born in Beth 
lehem of Judean, in the days of ITerod the 


king, behold, there eamo wise men from 
the east to Jerusalem Matthew gives us 
Whatis specially known as the gospel of 
the kingdom, Here only do we find the ex 
pression “kingdom of heaven,’ At His 


birth Jesus is called ‘* King of the Jews 
and at the beginuing and end of this gos 
pel other rulers are troubled because of 


Him, See Ilerod and Pilate, Tt is sugiest 
ive of the time when Heshall gomein glo 
ry, and the nations shall be aner®, and all 
kindreds of the earth wail (Rey, xi, 18) 4 
7). Hewas called Jesus before He was 
born (Math, i, 21) At least five others are 
mientioned by name before their birth, Ish 
mael, Isaac, Josiah, Cyrus and John the 
Baptist, Note the lesson in Isa. xivi, 0, 10; 
ph. ii, 10, and apply it believingly to 
yourself 

2. “Saying, Where is He that is born 
king of the Jews? for we have seen His 


star in the east and are come to worship 
Him.’ We shall have to wait until ‘the 
morning’? to know all we would like to 
about these wise men, who they were, how 


many they were, what they knew abdut the 
king of the Jews and how, what lnfid they 
came from, what was the effect of their 
tidings upon their countrymen when they 


returned, ete. But they make us think 
of Ps. Ixxii, 10, 11; Isa. Ix, 1-8; Zech, xlv, 
16; Jer. iii, 17, when all nations shall 


have their representatives in Jerusalem to 
worship the King 

8. When Herod, the king, bad heard 
these things, he was troubled and all Je 
rusalem with him.’’ It isnot strange that 
the enemies of God should 
by the presence of Him against whom they 
are in rebellion, Some day they shall be 
so troubled that they will want rocks and 
mountains to fall upon them and hide 
them from Ilis face (Rey. vi, 15-17). 

4. “And when he bad gatheved all the 
chief priests and scribes of the people to 
gether he demanded of them where Christ 
should be born.’’ Literally it is ‘‘the 
Christ; the wise men asked for the King 
of the Jews, but Herod asks forthe Christ, 
which in Hebrew would be the Messiah, 
and in English the Anointed, See how 
on the cross the chief priests mocked Him 
with the tithe Christ, the king of Israel 
(Mark xv, #2 It looks as if Herod had 
heard some talk of a coming king of Isra 

el, just as today many hear of the possible 
return in an unexpected hour of this same 
Jesus,

A Blood Sucking Earthworm, 
Speaking of wild beasts that are at 
once large, ferocious and African, a 
correspondent sends us an interesting 
note about an earthworm.

has already produced the largest | ; 


earthworm  (Microchaeta — rappi) 
known to science, with the possible 
exception of Megascolides australis 
from Australia, but these are giants 
of a perfectly harmless kind, The 
worm to which we now refer is said

nial secretary at Lagos, on the west 
coast of Africa, to inspire dread 
among the natives of that coast. Its 


| appearance is inst it; the worm is 


not only large—3 or 4 feet—but it is 
either of a rich, raw-beefy color or of 
a lowering black, the difference of 
color being a mark of a difference of 
species. 

On one occasion a number of na 
tives were collected together, when 
one of these giants strolled casually 
into the camp. The result appears 
to have been a rapid flight on the 
part of the natives. The reason for 
the awe inspiring character of the 
worm is its reputed habit of suck 
ing blood. It does not seem prob 
able that the most recent results 
of zoological research are known in 
tropical Africa, but it is a curions co 
incidence that this research has tend- 
ed to show that the line of separation 
between the leeches and earthworms 
is by no means so wide as it was at 
one time thought to be. This big 
earthworm of west Africa inhabits a 
locality that is remarkable. It does 
not, as do most earthworms, burrow 
constantly in the ground, throwing

MARTQU ITA 


It was far too hot to think of sleep 
below. The women, of course, had 
to stay there, unfortunate creatures, 
but of us men most of us had drag- 
ged mattresses out on the upper deck 
and were sprawling on them beside 
the after wheelhouse, 

The diplomatist was the only one 
among us out of complete pajamas. 
His nether limbs were draped in a 
silken Burnese lungyi, which looked 
like a petticoat. The rest of us were 
far too languid for speech, but he 
(perhaps through some virtue ac- 
quired from his flowing garment) 
seemed full of sententious utterances, 
which he delivered confidentially to 
the close Red sea night. 

This was one of the things he said: 

“You may bring a woman from 
the ends of the earth and rear her in 
London and Paris, cramming her to 
the pins in her hair with all their 
conventionalities. But if she be a 
woman she will chuck all such yar- 
nish overbourd if ever she be stirred 
by a really mighty passion, and she 
will show again to broad daylight the 
naked soul that was born within her 
ribs.” 4 

Some one laughed indolently, yet 
unbelievingly, and then the diploma 
tist broke out into a tale in support of 
his assertion. 

This is the tale: 

The Woman I was talking of was 
one of the richest spinsters in the 
world. She was raised some 200 
miles up country from Rio and had 
had it constantly impressed on her 
that every word she spoke was law. 


You see, her father doted on her, 
and all the negroes round there were 
slaves. 

There’s a good deal of abuse 


thrown at Brazil as being a country 
where people starve, and die of fe- 
vers, and get shot in the weekly rev 
olutions, and robbed by a system of 
brigandage known as legal process, 
but out of every 500,000 there is one 
man who tries to avoid these pesti- 


lences and in consequence waxes 
enormously rich. He makes use of

fistful, an extremely small fistful, of 
the very abnormally rich. Mariqui- 
ta’s papa was one of the last. He had 


immigrated to the country from 
Chile in his early youth and couldn't 
say certainly who his parents were, 
though he believed he had Anglo- 
Saxon blood in him. His wife was a 
New Orleans creole, who spoke ne 
gro French patois as a native tongue, 
and emphatically asserted herself to 
bean English woman. Sowhat coun 
try woman by blood Mariquita really 
was it is hard to say. She spoke 
English, French, Catalan Spanish and 
mongrel Portuguese with equal flu 
ency and inaccuracy, and when I 
asked her once in Paris what her na 
tionality was she said she mostly put 
herself down as French, But then 
she added she wouldn't insist on that, 
because it didn’t really matter. So 
long as she was alive and enjoying 
herself, people might say she was a 
Yaqui Indian for anything she cared 

She was a most extraordinary 
woman, Her father died when she 
was 15, and a year afterward she 
came to Europe and lived on her 
own particular hook. She apparent 
ly hadn't a relative or guardian or 

overning copnection in the world, 
she signed her own checks, had an 
unlimited balunce to draw upon and 
acted in all ways exactly as seemed 
her best, She was rather petite in 
figure, gloriously handsome and 
would suffer advice from no one, 
And yet she held her own perfectly 
and Mughed gleefully at the many 
attempts that were made to take 
her in, 

On the whole, she wasn’t badly 
educated, for although I didn’t think 
she would ever have troubled herself 
to grind at any book learning she 
was very quick at picking matters 
tip, and one can learn a good many 
things from smart conversation if 
one only listens well and doesn’t for 
get. She was remarkably independ 
ent, but she knew thoroughly how 
the conyentionalities were marked 
but, and when it suited her purpose 
fo do so—as it generally did—she 
kept within their bounds.

“T know you were going to,” said 
she, ‘‘and I suppose you'll do it still. 
The most of them do, And then 
afterward they get sulky and go 
away. I hate that. I like friends 
and I like admiration, heaps of both. 
But when I want a man for a hus- 
band I'll say. I'm not shy, mon ami. 
I'll do the asking myself.” 

After that—and remembering the 
money—I held my tongue, though I 
was honestly very much smitten 
with her at the time and would have 
married her out of hand if she hadn't 
possessed a louis. 

They transferred me to St. Peters- 
burg, and I lost sight of her for a 
couple of years, but when I got back 
to Paris again there she was just the 
same as before, with most of the old 
courtiers around her and many new 
ones besides. She hadn't chosen a 
Mr. Mariquita yet, but rumor pointed 
to the lucky man. 

He was English—aggressively Eng 
lish—long and thin, milk and watery, 
profoundly ugly, and, oddest of all, a 
parson. To be precise, he was acu 
rate from a small south coast village.

Good heavens! if 
any of the rest of us had had things 
put to us amulionth part as broadly 
as he got $m—for, mind you, Mari 
quita was never the woman to mince 
matters—I know we should have 
been down on our marrowbones 
singing out a proposal there and 
then, even if it had been in the mid- 
dle of the Avenue de l’Opera. 

However, one day it was reported 
he had suddenly packed up his traps 
and bolted back to England, and of 
course all Paris knew why. Mari 
quita didn’t make the smallest secret 
about it. I saw her that evening, 
and we discussed the matter quite 
calmly. She put it frankly:

“It is odd. I might have had any 
of the rest of you if only I had given 
in to your pestering, ana here’s the 
one man I do want says ‘No!’ when I 
fling the handkerchief at his teet.” 

“Judging from what I saw of the 
gentleman he isn’t upin metaphor. 
Are you sure he understood you?” 

“Am Lin the habit of mincing mat- 
ters?” 

“On second thought Ill withdraw 
the last question. Youalways speak 
your mind yery bluntly, Mariquita, 
as I have rergson to know. Still, be- 
lieve me, I am sorry for you.” 

“By all that’s curious, why?” 

“Because, thus far through life, 
you have carried everything with a 
high hand exactly as you wished, and 
so this disappointment will come all 
the more heavily.” 

“Monsieur l’'attache, are you try- 
ing to be impertinent?” 

“On the contrary, sympathetic.”

Sypney, Cape Breton, Aug. 4, 1894, 
Dear Eprrorn:—Unele Sam has a pecu- 
liar family. Every summer each and every 
one imagines he or she must of course have 
avacation, whether they need it or not, 
some go to the mountains, some to the sea- 
shore, where they come to anchor for a 
while, eat clams, blueberries, and go 
through the regulation exercises with satis- 
fied resignation, Others become rovers 
o'er sea and land like Dr. Syntax, in search 
of the picturesque. 


Your correspondent being one of the! 


rovers by nature, finds himself to-day at 
the jumping off place, even of way-down- 
east. [his city of Sydney has the finest 
harbor in this partof the world. Capacious, 
easy of access, deep water, and if free trom 
freezing up in winter, would be the great 

Eastern terminus of 

constwise travel; as itis, itis quite a place 

In the harbor are four French men-of-war, 

an American steam yacht, two large passen- 

ger eteaipers, Cousters and quite “un wssort- 
ment ot small craft. 

On July 31st we sailed from Boston in the 
fine steamer Olivette of tha Planet S$. 8. 
line for Halitax, N.S. We carried the 
warm weather quite out to sea 
in Boston on starting 95°, at Halifax on 
arrival 65°, a warm day at that; sen as 
smooth as glass all the passage, only the 
long, lazy, Pacific-like role of the vessel 
indicating that we were at sea; very few 
passengers having the mal de mer. 

Halifax is an old, dingy city of 40,000 in- 

habitants, on a splendid harbor heavily for- 
tifled. Leaving Halifax we took the Flying 
Bluenose express for this city via Port Mul- 
grave and the Bras-d’Or (arm of gold, pro- 
nounced Brardor) Lakes of Cape Breton 
Isle, the wonder of the world in this region 
At Port Mulgrave on the Strait of Canso we 
took a steamer down the Straits and then 
through Lenox passage between Cape 
Breton Isle and Isle-an-Dame (Muadaum’'s 
Island) to St. Peter's land, through which, 
by a tide lock, we were landed at 10 o'clock, 
r. M., at the south end of Bras-d’'Or Lakes, 
cold enough to answer for night in October 
athome. The name was given by the first 
discoverers, the French, who on firstseeing 
the splendid sight, burnished by the rays of 
the rising sun, gave them the expressive 
name above mentioned. At6Ga.M., after a 
quiet snooze in our berths, under blankets, 
and a splendid view of the dawn, tne 
steamer started on a 140 mile passage 
through these inland salt water arms of the 
sea (for the are really not lakes) for this 
place. How much the summer loiterers 
by the sea miss by their inaction, As the 
boat went on, the wheel was continually in 
motion, now just clearing a jutting head- 
land,now swinging round an island putting to 
shame many a one raved over in the States, 
startling ducks, cranes, crows, and smaller 
birds from their haunts, who went scream- 
ing away, and continually opening up scenes 
of beauty, till the eye almost wearied with | 
the never ending succession of panoramic 
wonders. ‘The shores of these ‘arms of 
the sea” rise up to: mountains like those of 
Lake Winnipesaukee, sloping down to the 
water, with white, always white, 14 story 
farm houses dotting the scenery with large 
barns, showing a quiet rural population, 
mostly French. FromG a.m toS pom. we} 
wound through these charming scenes, | 
stopping at Baddeck and other points, pass: | 
ing by Prof, Bell's summer cottage perched 
on a high jutting point at Baddeck, till 
finally, we emerged into the open ocean ina} 
strong sen breeze which kicked up a sea, 
ending the passengers inexperienced in 
travel to their berths, while we stretched off 
round headlands to North Sydney and Syd 
ney (both in one harbor) the point of our 
destination. 

These vast ‘arms of the sea” are filled 
with cod, mackere!, haddock and lobsters, 
and long a6 I have lived near the the ocean | 
I never realized the delicious quality of| 
these fish till now, for here they are superb 

You catch them trom the ship's side in| 
the Bras-d'Or, swing them into the pot, pull 
them out, and eat them off the hook, brittle, 
sweet, and lucious, while some old voyageur 
regales you with yarne of these tar off 
regions. 

The Mic-macs, a tribe of [Indians inhabit- 
ing these lands, say that these fish were 
first given them by the Great Spirit as a 
special gill; that they escaped out to sea, | 
and then all the world got them, but in a 
deteriorated condition, and that, at the end 
of the world, these fish will all return here 
and again become their sule property, and 
they the sole people left, Ull the Great 
Spirit takes them, the last, the best of man- 
kind, with their beloved fish to the *tlappy 
Hunting Grounds” in store for them; und 
every year they congregate from all points 
on # certain island bere, the last of July, 
in a great wigwam or medicine house, 
where the Head Chief always resides, and 
go through their ancient ceremonies, war 
dances and rites, recount their ancient 
glories, tell of their glorious future, and eat 
their beloved cod, haddock and lobsters in 
a grand fish bake every day for some Une,

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PRESDIENT AND HOUSE 
DEFBATED, 

On Monday morning last the Demo- 
erats of the National House of Repre- 
sentatives voted in caucus, by an over- 
whelming majority, to  neeept the 
Senate Sugar ‘Trust Tariff bill without 
change, and in the evening of the same 
day the House ratified the decision by 
a vote of 181 to 103, 

Chus Senator Gorman achieved a de- 
cided victory over the President, end 
Chairman Wilson, Crisp and other 
Jenders met with a crushing defeat, 

The general opinion is that the Presi- 
deut will suffer the billto become a law 
without bis signature and give the 
House a scoring by letter for their 
treachery to him just when, in his fight 
with Gorman, he needed their help the 
most. It was a humiliating defeat for 
Cleveland, Wilson, and the tariff re- 
formers in general, but a triumph for 
the Maryland Senator that elevates him 
to the highest seat in the Democratic 
party. He is the happiest man in it 
too. 

The bill gives the Sugar ‘I'rust, the 
most dangerous monopoly in the coun- 
try, ull they asked for. According to 
Chairman Wilson in his swan-song 
before the final vote was taken it 
makes the ‘Trust an out and out present 
of $40,000,000, and how much more 
they will clear out of it nobody can 
tell. It was a complete surrender by 
the Senate the demands of that 
powerful combine. At the same time 
coal, iron, ete., that were promised to 
be free, ure on the dutiable list and can- 
not be removed from it. 

And this is the boasted ‘‘tariff re- 
form” that the Democracy were going 
to give the country. 

The President fought hard and 
worked his patronage game for all it 
was worth in behalf of the Nova 
Scotia coal syndicate and at one time it 
looked as though the House would stand 
by him to the last ditch, but they 
yielded to superior force, basely de- 
serted him, and went over to Gorman 
and the Sugar Trust like a flock of 
sheep when the crisis came. 

In the mean time Republicans are 
standing around and watching to see 
how the Democratic fight is coming 
out. They feel pretty sure that there 
will be a Republican majority in the 
next House, and there are many Demo- 
crats who think the same way.

MUST OBEY THE LAWS. 


If the advance of the License Com- 
missioners against the works of the 
holders of licenses of the 4th class is 
with a determination to have the liquor 
laws lived up to they will be upheld by 
the better part of the community. They 
are on the right track and it is to be 
hoped that the powers which they hold 
by virtue of their office will always be 
exercised in the interests of law and 
order, 

The Board can do a great deal to- 
wards keeping the dealers within the 
provisions of the laws; they can break 
up the illegal sale of liquors by licensed 
persons, if any such persons are guilty 
of such sales; they can change the 
complexion of the traffic materially ;

All Complete. 


The mammoth Union Depot on Causeway 
street, Boston, now handles the trains of all 
the northern roads, the Fitehburg having 
made the change at 12 o'clock last Saturday 
night. 

The large, imposing granite structure on 
Causeway street so long occupied by the 
Fitchburg Railroad as a passenger station 
bad a deserted appearance Sunday. There 
were no signs of life, inside or out. 

All passenger service had been transferred 
to the new Union Station, where tracks 
numbered 10, 11 and 12, located in the 
middle of the immense train house, are 
used for outgoing Fitchburg trains, 

Up to Sunday 468 trains entered and de- 
parted from the Union Station daily. The 
110 trains run by the Fitchburg Road will | 
bring the daily total up to 578 trains. On 
the average there are four special trains a 
day, so that the grand total will not figure 
less than 582 

The machine operating the Union Station | 
terminals has 60 switch and 60 signal levers, 
and is the largest plant of any similar one 
in the United States. Every inch of track 
and every train and engine is scheduled. It} 
is known exactly which engine will make 
up each train, the system being almost 
automatic 

There will be few changes in the present 
system of shifting passenger cars, which is 
being so well looked after by Trainmaster | 
Robinson, 
Last Monday the extensive additions to | 
the Union Station restraurant were opened 
for business. It is double the size of the 
old restaurant. 

Itis said that the Union Depot is the 
largest railway structure and handles more | 
trains than any other in the world There 
is no one in the United States that equals 
it. From 6a.m to 1130 p.m. when the 
first and last ones leave a train arrives and | 
departs every two minutes, and yet so per- 
feculy does all parts of the machinery work 
that not the least confusion or delay arise 
from this immense passenger traffic. In its 
appointments and regulations it is a perfect 
terminal railroad depot.

LOST HIS NERVE. 


While the westward bound express 
was stopping at the Jericho station ] 
noticed that the station master was 
in close conversation with the engine 
driver, This was an unusual act on 
his part, as he strictly upheld the 
dignity of his office and held no com- 
munication with engine drivers, ex:

‘getting into a tight place, they have | 
some time to look about them and te | 
make up their minds what to do, but} 


when an engineer, running, say, at 
40 miles an hour, round a_shary 
curve, meets an engine coming his 
way on the same track he hasn't 
even time to cuss. All he can do is 
to reverse his engine, which most 
times is a big mistake, as I've heard 
our best engineers say, and either t« 
jump and break his neck or to stay 
and be smashed. Of course the en- 
gineer in such circumstances isn't al 
ways killed, especially if he sticks te 


his engine; but, I tell you, it takes} 
nerve to handle a lever and wait like | 


an intelligent man when another en- 
gine 1s almost atop of you. Ninemern 
out of ten would just drop on the 
floor of the cab and say the first bit 
of a prayer that they could lay a 
hand to, 

“Speaking of nerve reminds me 
that there was an engineer on this 
road once who lost his nerve unde1 
very similar circumstances, and Hank 
Stevens was at the bottom of those 
circumstances, as you might say. It 
isn't at all uncommon for an engineer 
to his nerve. It may happen 
through having his spinal marrow 
hurt in an accident—at least that’s 
what the doctors say—or it may be 
that he has been frightened once 
clean through, and when that hap 
pens he’s done for, The least little 
thing will frighten a man who has 
had one good scare, and he knows it, 
and is always on the lookout for

Che four Alderman who have per- 
sistently voted against the confirmation 
of Mr, Grant were elected as Republi- 
cus and are nominally sueh, Naturally 
it would be expected that they would 
vote for him, but they unreasonably 
and unwisely refuse to do so, and the 
Republicans of this city are indignant 


at their course. 

Mr. Alexander Grant is a gentleman 
of unblemished character. His rating 
in business and social circles is as high 
as any man’sin town. He is a Re- 
publican of the true stamp, and is 


entitled to favorable consideration by 
Republicans when an opportunity is 
given to honor him. But the four Re- 
publican Aldermen decline to confirm 
his nomination a member of the 
Registrars of Voters. 

Happily, the Republican State Com- 
mittee have taken the matter in hand 
and there are likely to some dis- 
closures not altogether creditable to the 
four Woburn Aldermen who, from 
sheer personal prejudice, or perhaps for 
some even less worthy cause, refuse to 
vote for Mr. Grant.

PRESIDENT SULLIVAN 
REMOVED. 


Since last Saturday evening, 
an unusual scene was enacted 
Common Council Chamber over the 
report of the committee on the new 
schoolhouse contracts, rumors of the 
removal of President Sullivan of the 
Board have been rife, but the general 
opinion appeared to be that it would 
not be done. On this point however 
the public were in error for at a meet- 
ing held on ‘Tuesday evening the oflice 
of President of the Common Council 
was declared vacant and immediately 
on the vote being announced an election 
was held which resulted in the choice 
of Councilman Fred C. Emery to fill 
the place. 

Perhaps Mr. Sullivan has not made 
an ideal President; perhaps he has 
said and done things unbecoming the 
dignity of the position ; perhaps in some 
of his rulings and actions he has not 
always actuated by the highest 
and best motives ; but he has been fairly 
representative of a majority of the body 
over which he has presided and on that 
score might have been permitted to 
serve out his term.

“This old disk has been entirely 
done uway with nowadays, and in 
its stead is a plate with an artificial 
gum which throws the cheek out. 
The sinking of the cheeks is usually 
due to the recession of the natural 
gum, caused by the loss of teeth, but 
sometimes the cheek 1s naturally 
sunken, even when the teeth are in- 
tact. The insertion of a plumper in- 
to the mouth will instantly remove 
this facial defect. 

“Most dentists make plumpers to 
order for patients, but they can be 
bought for a triflingsum at any man- 
ufactory of dental materials. They 
are generally made of rubber, al- 
though celluloid, and in some in- 
stances gold, is the material used in 
the manufacture, 

“The method of manufacture is 
simple. An impression of the roof of 
the mouth and the gums is taken in 
wax. A mold is made from the im- 
pression and the mold used in mak- 
ing the plumper plate. Where the 
natural gum is sunken the plate is 
simply filled out, so that whon it is 
inserted in the mouth it will throw 
the cheek outward, The plate is held 
in place by suction, Asarule, plump- 
ers we made with artificial teeth also, 
although if the patient desires the 
plate alone is made. 

“Where the jaw has been broken 
oris misshapen, as the result of an 
accident, the plumper proves very 
effective in removing the facial de- 
fect. 

“The value of the device is that it 
cannot be detected upon a minute ex- 
mnination of the interior of the 


mouth, It does not interfere at all 
with articulation or the mastication 
of food, Plumpers are used by some 
actresses, Who are aware of their 
value as a beautifier of the mouth 
and cheeks,"-—New York Sun.

The logical processes involved in 
scientific reasoning are the same in 
kind as those used in the everyday 
hfe of the masses.

There is nothing like exactness in 
the applied logie of everyday life, 
and the reasoning of science is supe- 
rior to the ‘common sense” of man- 
kind only in being more exact. In 
science the comparatively little work 
that survives and not have to 
be done over and oyer owes its supe 
riority to this same exactness. Sci- 
ence has no pecuhar method of its 
own either of discovering facts or of 
treating them. 

Scientific students spend little time 
on the consideration of logical proc- 
esses, because the mind follows them 
instinctively, and the study of them, 
for practical purposes, seems to be 
superfluous. But apart from the fact 
that they present aset of phenomena 
as worthy of scientific treatment as 
the phenomena of light or of the mol-

There is a piece of wood from the 
birthplace of Napoleon on the island | 
of Corsica and one from Napoleon's | 
writing desk at St. Helena, Other | 
pieces of the cane came from tho | 
Charter oak, from the home of John 
Adams, from a chair of Oliver Crom 
well, from the home of John Han- 
cock, from the Mayflower, Roger 
Williams’ pew, from a desk of Abra 
ham Lincoln, from a penholder of 
Gladstone, from a ruler that Garfield 
used at school, from a penholder of 
Longfellow, froma trunk that Lafay 
ette used during the Revolutionary 
war, from the bed upon which John | 
Wesley died and from the guillotine | 
upon which Louis XVI and Marie 
Antoinette were beheaded.

A Tongh Yarn of How « Serpent Acted aa 
an Ostrich Incubator, j 
Five years ago, living 
Leavenworth, was a German of the

of incubation, The thought occurred 
to him one day that eggs properly 
handled could be hatched in the sun 
and desiring to thoroughly test his 
idea he wrote to his brother, living 
in southern California, to express to 


The eggs arrived in due time, were 
carefully arranged on a sheepskin 
mat and placed in the sun. It was 
necessary, of course, to remove the | 
eggs every night to some warm spot | 
in the stable in order to maintain the 
high temperature to which they were 
subjected by the sun during the day, 

This process had been continued 
for some time, When one day a circus 
arrived in town and pitched its tents 
on what is called the old Goosetown 
hill, a little south and to the west of 
the house of Mr, Cheesmeyer. The 
good people of Leavenworth were 
very much frightened by reading in 
the morning papers the day follow 
ing an article to the effect that one 
of the attaches of the circus, in feed- 
ing the snakes after the evening's 
performance, very carelessly left the 
cage door open and that the largest 
boa constrictor had escaped in the 
darkness.

To his great surprise, no eggs 
were to ceen, but in their place 
lay the head of a strange looking an 
imal, appearing to be 26 or 27 feet in 
length. Mr. Cheesmeyer was a 
courageous man and resolved at once 
to capture the strange appearing 
creature, After several attempts he 
succeeded in throwing a rope over 
its head, which was no other than 
the escaped boa constrictor. 

Its long captivity had made it quite 
docile, and Mr, Cheesmeyer experi 
enced but little difficulty in replac 
ing after a few hours the rope with 
a chain. To one end of the chain 
was attached an iron band, which 
wis fastened around the body of the 
snake to serve as a collar, while the 
other end of the chain was fastened 
toa stake driven deep in the ground 
in the center of the yard.

In an 
incredibly short time it had learned 
to rear up and catch on the fly food 
thrown to it by its master, Just 1 
days from the time of capture, as the 
evening meal was being served to 
the reptile, a large bone was among 
the other food tossed to it.

RUBBER FROM CRUDE OIL. 


Important Discovery Which Has 
Been Kept a Secret. 

A most tinique manufacturing es- 
tablishment, the only one of its kind 
in the world, has been in operation 
successfully for some months at Sa- 
vannah. Here cottonseed oil is man 
ufactured by a secret process into 
rubber—not a substitute, but bona 
fide rubber; such at least some of 
the best experts have pronounced the 
product of the factory to be Nobody 
knows anything about what is going 
on inside of the factory with the ex 
ception of a few workmen. Nobody 
is admitted. The bare facts alone 
are known that crude cottonseed oil 
from the oilmill, costing about 50 
cents a gallon, or about $135 per ton, 
is carted in in 5-ton lots and that 
tons of rubber, worth about $1 per 
pound, or $2,000 per ton, are carted 
out and shipped to a very prominent 
rubber dealer and manufacturer of 
Boston. 

In a recent interview the discoy- 
erer of the process, who is an artist 
of some prominence, states that 
while experimenting with cottcna- 
seed oil to produce a varnish for 
paintings he obtained a product en

tirely foreign to his expectation—not 
away to make yarnish, but rubber. 


He claims that his process is so sim- 
ple that it is not patentable ; hence 
his only safeguard is in the secrecy 
of the process. The only informa 
tion he gives is that he uses only 15 
per cent of genuine rubber to pro- 
duce an article which cannot in any 
way be distinguished from crude in- 
dia rubber. 

As soon as his discovery was made 
he went at once to Boston, where a 
number of rubber experts pronounced 
the product genuine rubber and 
would not believe thatsuch an article 
could be produced by artificial means. 
A prominent rubber manufacturer of 
Boston recognized at once the value 
of the discovery and took a different 
view from the rest and purchased an 
interest in the process and placed 
$30,000 at the command of the dis- 
coverer for the purpose of erecting 
the necessary plant. The existence 
and availability of the rubber trees 
is limited, and it is doubtful if much 
higher prices than the present quo- 
tations would have the effect of caus- 
ing a corresponding increase in the 
production. 

Artificially planted rubber trees 
would require many years before 
they could be made to yield, and the 
present rubber forest is deteriorating 
fast. Any discoveries in the line of 
a quick and cheap process for the 
manufacture of artificial rubber are 
likely therefore to possess great com- 
mercial yalue and importance,—C. 
B. Warrand in Manufacturers’ Rec- 
ord.

I noticed that when asudden storm 
was approaching, although the sky 
might be ever so clear, my pigeons 
were always on the wing—circling 
about and around with great unrest 
until the storm came. When asea 
son of clear weather was on, my 
pigeons always fly higher than usual, 
but not so often, They prefer to sit 
on the barn roof or in the yard and 
mope in the sun, About 24 hours be- 
fore the arrival of a cold wave 
pigeons will begin to enter in and out 
of their coves without apparent cause, 
remaining «always close at hand, 
These predictions I haye found infal 
lible up to date.—St. Louis Post-Dis- 
patch.

Disease In Impure Water, 

Five and twenty years ago, during 
a most fatal epidemic of typhoid in 
the west of England, I had to assist 
the government inspector in tracing 
its cause to its source, and the result 
was most conclusively established as 
due to impure water. The supply of 
water as it entered the town was 
pure, but in many houses the water 


closets were supplied by the same 
pipe and cistern as the water for 
drinking purposes. As the water 


was turned off during the night to 
prevent waste, the pipes emptied and 
subsequently became filled with air 
poisoned by the foul gases from th 
closets, and when the town water 
was turned on in the morning it rap 
idly absorbed the poisonous air in the 
pipes. 

The outcome was that those houses 
supplied from this source were deci 
mated by an epidemic of typhoid, In 
those cases where the 
rot their water from wells it 
found that they escaped, unl 
in many instances, they procured 
milk from the shops supplied with 
the tainted water. The whole prob 
lem worked out like a sum in avith- 
metic.—Gentleman’s Magazine.

HOW HE WROTE SPARTACUS. 


Dr. Kellogg Tells How the Famous Speech 
Was Comporned. 

Talking with a correspondent of 
the Boston Herald, the Rev. Elijah 
Kellogg of Harpswell, Me., thus de 
scribed how he wrote that favorite 
declamation of schoolboys, ‘‘Sparta- 
cus to the Gladiators”: 

“It was while I was at Andover,” 
said he, smiling as the remembrance 
of the event came back to him 
“We were required to prepare 
speeches for our rhetorical exercises, 
and after each man had spoken he 
was subject to criticism by his fel 
lows—and their comments weren't 
always so complimentary as they 
were pointed. Then the professor 
would follow with serious criticism, 
and he always found faults that need- 
ed correcting. 

“So these speeches came to be 
looked upon with dread, and at last I 
made up my mind that I'd try to get 
something so different from anything 
we had had and so interesting that 
it would hold their attention too 
closely for them to think about 
points on which to criticise me, and 
80 I would get off free. 

“Well, I wrote ‘Spartacus.’ When 
I began, it worked just as I had ex- 
pected. They were so taken by sur- 
prise that they never thoughtof any- 
thing but the speech. You could 
have heard a pin drop at any time 
while I was speaking, and they did 
not recover until I had finished and 
had come down to ask for criticism. 

“Then when Professor Payne 
turned to the students and inquired, 
‘What criticism have you to offer, 
young gentlemen?’ there wasn’t 
one of them had a word to say, for 
they were all thinking of the piece 
and hadn't noticed anything else. 

‘Gentlemen,’ said the professor, 
“we are not here for theological dis- 
quisitions nor for learned argu- 
ments, but these exercises are purely 
rhetorical, and, gentlemen, that is 
rhetoric,’ 

“Then turning to me he remarked, 
‘I could criticise you, Kellogg, but I 
don’t know whether it would do you 
more good or harm, and s0 on the 
whole I think I will say nothing.’ 

“So,” added the old gentleman, 
with a chuckle, ‘I escaped criti- 
cism.”

“Man,” shesaid, with an air of con- 
viction, ‘‘is the most jealous creature 
on earth.” 

“Why is it,” he asked, not answer- 
ing the question directly, ‘that if a 
woman offends a man in any way 
and he shows it ever so slightly she 
at once attributes it to jealousy? 
Why is it that if she puts a slight 
upon himand he resents itshe jumps 
at the conclusion that he is jealous?” 

“She doesn’t. She is never mis 
taken,” she retorted. 

“Does she realize,” he went on, 
“that jealousy, when it is justified— 
and it is never really justified unless 
aman has a claim on a woman, 
either as wife or fiancee—is a proof 
of one of two things—either the man 
is the worst kind of a fool or the 
woman is beneath contempt? Does 
she realize the light in which her 
conclusion makes her pose, which- 
ever explanation may be correct? 
Why do they do it?” 

‘Possibly you know,” she said 
haughtily. 

‘Yes,’ he said softly as he looked 
around for his hat. ‘It is because of 
their innate self love and self con- 
ceit.” 

The engagement was broken, but 
he felt that he had squared accounts 
anyway.—Chicago Record.

A Geological Barometer. 

Aremarkable geoloogical substance 
found in Finland is a stone which 
foretells by a change of color the 
probable character of the weather in 
the near future—a natural barometer 
—known by the name of semakuir, 
and which is said to turn black short- 
ly before an approaching rain, while 
in fine weather it is mottled with 
spots of white. Vor a long time, it 
appears, this interesting phenomenon 
was inexplicable, but on an analysis 
of the stone it was shown to be a fos- 
sil mixed with clay, and containing a 
portion of rock salt and niter, This 
fact being known, the explanation of 
the changes became easy. The salt, 
absorbing the moisture, turns black 
when the conditions are favorable for 
rain, while the dryness of the atmos- 
phere must as naturally bring out 
the salt from the interior of the stone 
in white spots on the surface.—New 
York Sun.

The caucuses held last Wednesday 
night in this Councillor District were 
almost unanimous in the choice of Har- 
low delegates.

The Hungarian Crown. 

The Hungarian crown worn at their 
accession by the emperors of Austria 
as kings of Hungary is the identical 
one made for Stephen and used at his 
coronation over 800 years ago. The 
whole is of pure gold (except the set- 
tings) and weighs 9 marks 6 Vunces 
(almost exactly 14 pounds). The set- 
tings above alluded to consist of 53 
sapphires, 50 rubies, 1 emerald and 
338 pearls. It will be noticed that 
there are no diamonds among these 
precious adornments. This is ac- 
counted for by the oft quoted story of 
Stephen's aversion to such gems be- 
cause he considered them ‘tunlucky.” 


Tea Table Treachery. 

A writer in a London journal, un- 
der the cleverly alliterative title of 
“Tea Table Treachery,” accuses this 
hospitable shrine of not always at- 
tracting saints to its worship. Does 
he tell the truth or only allege when 
he says that ‘around the tea table 
reputations have been seldom made 
and often lost?” And what of his 
furtherstatement that ‘‘the tea table 
is the round table of the sisterhood 
of gossips, the central spot of every 
school for scandal. Here meet those 
who do not necessarily intend to do 
‘harm to their fellows, but who 
nevertheless prattle in a way to 
work infinite prejudice to those 
whose business they discuss. The 
form the scandal takes is usually,
